line from my direct ancestor, William 
W’yerman. 
Notice that the spoiling 
of the name has been changed.

at Wierman’s mill on a farm of eighty 
five acres, ?>art of an original tract of 
almost twelve hundred acres. This has 
been a mill site since Indian days and 
among the first settlements of Penn­ 
sylvania. 
The mill ha# passed from 
father to son, uninterruptedly, cover­ 
ing a period of almost two hundred 
j years until now unfortunately there 
is only a daughter to take charge,

“ William Wyerman, of 
Germany, 
and Gertrude Statcman, of Holland, 
hi.-> wife, came to this country on the 
same ship with William Penn. 
They 
were also Friends and no doubt left 
I their native country because of per­ 
secution.
